ANTI-POVERTY 
PROGRAM MAKING 
RAPID PROGRESS 
IN COUNTY 


Plans for an anti-poverty pro. 
gram in Hancock County made 
rapid progress last week when Dr. 
Charles C. Mosely, Jr., Program 
Director of the Office of Econo- 
mic Opportunity, helped lay the 
groundwork for the program in a 
speech before the Community Re- 
lations Council. 

The OEO official told the Coun- 
cil’s executive board that the local 
organization must be a “broad um- 
brella under which the many com- 
ponents of the poverty can func- 
tion.” This approach, combined 
with utilization of existing com- 
munity agencies will eventually 
result in a total attack on poverty, 
he said. 

Mosely, who is also national 
consultant for Project Head Start, 
said the pre-school education pro- 
gram is one of the most important 
aspects of the poverty program. 
He promised that group that he 
would be willing to walk an appli- 
cation for Head Start ali the way 
to Washington, if necessary. 

He referred to the current in- 
vestigation of Mount Beulah Pro- 
ject Head Start regarding misuse 
of funds, as an unfortunate par of 
the growing pains of a pioneer pro- 
ject. But, he said, this does not 
detract: from the success of the 
program, or its importance to com- 
munity uplift that “will reflect 
credit to all.” 

The board of directors of the 
Council, headed by the Reverend 
James Peters, agreed to begin an 
immediate survey of county needs 
based on various facets of the anti- 
poverty program, including occupa- 
tional training for adults, several 
day care centers, and pre-school 
education. i 

Mosely, whose regional office is 
in Atlanta, Ga., told the Council 
that anything you are bold enough 
enough to dream and vigorous 
to justify, we will support with 
federal funds. 

Mr. and Mrs. H. C. Harper from 
Jackson also attended the meeting.

The following is always good 
advice to all hunters, both young 
and old. Treat a gun like it should 
be treated. This information comes 
from the Louisiana Conservationist 
and is titled “Ten Commandments 
of Safety” and have been in exist- 
ence for vears: 

1. Treat every gun with the 
respect due a loaded gun. This is 
the first rule of gun safety. 

2. Guns carried into camp or 
home, or when otherwise not in 
use, must always be unloaded and 
taken down or have actions open; 
guns always should be carried in 
cases to the shooting area. 

3. Always be sure barrel and 
action are clear of obstruction and 

that you have only ammunition 

of the proper size for the gun 
you are carrying. Remove oil and 
grease from chamber before firing. 

4. Always carry your gun so 
that you can control the direction 
of the muzzle, even if you stumble; 
keep the safety on until you are 
ready to shoot. ; 

5. Be sure of your target be- 
fore you pull the trigger; know the 
identifying features of the game

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AIR POLLUTION IN 
MISSISSIPPI DUE 
TO COTTON GINS 


About 90 percent of Mississippi’s 
air pollution is due to cotton gins 
without satisfactory controls, ac- 
cording to H. L, Vaughan, Direc- 
tor of Occupational Health and 
Factory Inspection for the State 
Board of Health. 


During the ginning season from 
20 to 25 complaints a month come 
to the State Board of Health from 
citizens regarding air pollution 
from near-by gins. 

“The majority of the complaints 
we have investigatted,” said Mr. 
Vaughan, “are justified, such as 
air-borne particles of improperly 
incinerated cotton burrs, clouds of 
dust and smoke, sticky lint & all 
emanating from gins.” 

However, usually only one out of 
ten of these complaints constitute 
a health problem, according to the 
public health specialist. ' 

Most of them are nuisances and 
do not come under the authority of 
the State Board of He(th. 


Instead, according to Mississin- 


| pi’s nuisance abatement law, the 


| 


responsibility to fleal with -Anuis- 
ances rests upon the municipality 
concerned, 

While the State Board of Health 
has no authority regarding nuis- 
ances without public health pro- 
blems, Mr. Vaughan said his office 
would be glad to assist any munici- 
pality or gin in recommending the 
best methods of controlling the 
nuisances caused, by gins. 

The number of complaints com- 
ing to the State Board of Health 
is increasing with each ginning 
season.
